the people, Legislature, or otherwise 
during saitl period, to nny office other 
thau jodicial, shall b» void."

District Judges from becoming candi- 
dates for Attorney General at the next 
election. This being the case and there 
being only three District Jndgas and 
one Supreme Judge to nominate among 
the Republicans and five candidates to 
chose from, it seems that one of the as- 
pirants will get left.

A Fatal Wreck on th» C. P.
